The Experiment Station ia now con- 


ducting a feeding trial for the f ;urth 
season. The first winter piga were fed 
for twenty-one days on alfalfa hay am 
water, when root?, whole corn and 
whole pease were added, the results are 
given in Bulletin No. 40. 


The second winter steers were* fad 


largely on- alfalfa hay. Cracked corn 
with bran were fed to such animals as 
would eat it. Photographs were taken 
of the live animal and dreased meat; 
also the number of pounds of dressed 
meat per hundred 
pounds of live 


weight were determined. 
The above 


figures will be found ia Bulletin No. 
41. One year ayo 'steers were fed on 
alfalfa hay, ground corn, ground pease 
and ground barley. The present win- 
ter we are feeding steers on alfalfa hay, 
ground peaae and ground wheet.
